ties, that the parliament of Persia de­ 
clared against its legality.

periments continued, however, calf's 
blood being substituted for the human. 
The results were not encouraging, the 
physicians not being aware that the 
blood of animals injected into the 
veins of 
another 
belonging 
to a 
different species acted as a poison. 
For 
200 
years 
the 
experiments 
were discontinued, 
and 
then 
one 
day, some 
years 
ago, 
the 
story 
of the death of a young medical stu­ 
dent named Romain le Goff, while try­ 
ing to save the life of a friend with 
his own blood, created a great sensa­ 
tion. 
A street in Paris, named after 
Le Goff, 
commemorates his brave 
act. 
By this time the medical men 
had learned 
that the blood 
must 
neither be allowed to coagulate, nor 
air suffered to enter the veins with it 
Dr. Roussel, of Geneva, invented an 
apparatus which overcame both of the 
above difficulties. 
Since that time the 
experiments have been continued with 
remarkable 
success. 
Many 
lives 
have been undoubtedly saved by it. 
An old employe of the Theatre Fran­ 
çais in Paris, named Dupnitch, has 
given up his blood several times to 
those in need of it for which he has

Neapolitans were very generous in 
sending aid to Ischia. 
But they were 
also extremely brisk in referring to a 
little book of numbers with which 
they are a great deal more intimate 
than with anything else in the shape 
of literature. 
This little book is a curious, non­ 
sensical piece of work—a string of 
common and abstract nouns, adjec­ 
tives, etc., with number attached to 
them, such words, for example, as 
“ king," 
“ queen,”

I he Ne­ 
vada Pvst gives the following re­ 
garding the girl: 
She had stolen a team from a 
Girard, Kas. , livery stable, within 
twelve hours after having escaped, 
being ser>t to the fienilentiary for a 
similar offense. 
The team was the 
one she left in a stable here when 
captured by Marshal Hill. 
Smce 
then she has been in jail every hour 
except the brief while that elapsed 
between 
her 
escape 
from 
the 
Carthage jail and her recajiture. 
It is said her parents arc respect­ 
able residents of Weston, this state, 
but they have given her up entiiely 
and will make no further effort to 
save her from the consequences of 
her crimes. 
She began horse steal­ 
ing when she was only about sixteen 
years 
of 
age, 
and 
has made a 
record 
that 
places 
her at 
the 
head of the list of 
female oper­ 
ators in horseflesh 
in this coun­ 
try. 
She seems to have a mama 
for horses, not for gain, but simply 
a desire to possess them. 
When she was i6 years old she 
entered a neighbor’s barn in the 
night and saddling the best horse 
in the barn sped aw^ay as fast as the 
animal could carry her. 
That was 
a little more than two years ago and 
she has since been either a refugee 
or a prisoner. 
After perpetrating 
several successful thefts and adroit­ 
ly eluding 
the 
officers 
of 
each 
locality in which she operated, she 
made her appearance in Fort Scott 
about a year ago. 
She unluckily made 
friends of 
unchaste women, and for a time it 
seemed that the 
allurements 
of a 
fast life would dispel the excessive 
delire to ride and drive stolen stock, 
but not so; she soon returned to 
her old customs and 
was 
bent on 
gratifying her passion. 
Separating 
from her companions without warn­ 
ing she entered the livery stable of 
Louis Albright during the night and 
quietly 
drew 
a 
buggy 
from 
the 
carriage 
department, 
se­ 
lected 
and 
harnessed 
the 
animal 
best 
qualified 
for 
a rapid journey, a valuable trotting 
mare; she hitched it and climbing 
into the buggy dashed by the sleep­ 
ing employes so quickly that they 


could only tell in 
wffiat direction 
she had disappeared. 
A posse of 
officers and 
deputies were i m m e ­ 
diately organized and went in pur­ 
suit, but tliev never got sight of her. 
She drove all 
night and 
the next 
da\, and was heard of three dav'^ 
later at Weir (aty , Kan. , where she 
was captured 
and 
the animal re 
covered. 
T h e ii'ir) was taken back to 
Fort 
Scott, and for the first time put b e ­ 
hind 
the prison bars. 
There she
